CHICAGO, Apri) 8—Filood wa- 
ters became menacing at several 
points on the Wabash River in 
Indiana and Illinois today, while 
throughout the districts affected 
by streams swollen by the heavy 
snow and rain it was hoped that 
the high points in the rise had 
been reached. Weather forecasts 
of fair and warmer pccasioned a 
spirit of optimism. 

Damage to the present time had 
not been great. Overfiows were 
registered primarily in low-lying, 
unoccupled areas. At some places 
traction and railroad tracks were 
under water and cellars flooded. 
nly a few people have been forced 
to leave their homes.

Santa Monica Rescue Efforts Fail; 
Deluge Sweeps Canyon Colony; | 
More Bridges Washed Out

April rainstorm. ever recorded in Southern California began to 
pass into history yesterday.

They lost their 
lives when a small boat in which they were attempting to re- 
cover a fishing batge capsized. Heroic efforts by expert

TOTAL SWELLED 


Col. H. B. Hersey, in charge of 
the local Weather Bureau, an- 
nounced that the worst of 
storm appeared to be over. The 
forecast calls for unsettled weath- 
er today with possible showers. 
The rainfall up to 5 p.m. yester- 
day for the twenty-four hours pre- 
vious was 2.04 inches, making a 
total of 7.43 inches for the etorm 
since last Sunday evening. The 
season's total now is 17.28 inches. 
The normal total for this time of 
the year is 14.31 inches. At this 
time last year Los Angeles had a 
total of 6.51 inches of rain. 

Capt. Morris’s boats, including 
the forty-five-foot power boat W. 
K. and several others, broke loose 
from their moorings off the Mu- 
nicipal Pier about 1 pm. and he. 
Gregory and, Brooks started out 
in a skiff in an effort to reach 
gone no more 
than half-way when their small 
craft overturned, and all three 
were thrown into the water. 

For more than an hour they 
clung to the bottom of the up- 
turned boat as it drifted steadily 
southward‘and during that time 
half a dozen of the most daring 
swimmers along the coast made 
vain effort after vain effort to 
reach tnem. Jack Duggan and 
Charles Teresi started out in an- 
other skiff from the Santa Monica 
pier and got within fifty feet of 
the helpless trio, only to have their 
own boat capsized. Dugean and 
Teresi wore Ute preservers and 
were swept in by the surf with 
the wreck of their boat, which. was 
battered to pleces by the waves. 


HEROIC EFFORTS 


Pat Cunning, an expert swim-

The other swimmers had to give 
up the attempt to reach Capt. Mor- 
ris and Brooks and they were final- 
ly swept from their hold on the 
boat’s bottom and buried by the 
waves. 

Capt. Morris was 55 years of age 
and leaves a widow and several 
children. Gregory was and 
likewise was married and leaves 
family. Brooks was 20. f 

Besides being extraordinarily 
high, the water was unusually cold 
yesterday and this greatly handi- 
capped the rescuers. All of the 
men who ventured out were com- 
pletely exhausted when they 
reached shore. 


‘HIGH SEA RUNNING 


A tremendous sea was reported 
running last night. Experienced 
water front men in the Santa Mon- 
ica Bay district said it was one of 
the heaviest in years. 

Considerable excitement was oc- 
casioned after dark when residents 
along the coast. observed a light 
flashing on and off at sea. In- 
vestigation revealed that the light 
was probably the searchlight of a 
revenue cutter sent up from the 
harbor to stand by and give any 
aid that might be needed. 

The fishing barge Bacchus at a 
late hour last night was still being 
held fast by hawsers to the shore. 
She was standing the pounding of 
the waves in fairly good shape. 

Along with the great benefits 
brought by the rain, a canvass of 
the situation by various agencies 
yesterday showed that an nor- 
mous amount of damage was 
wrought, particularly by the heavy 
downpours Wednesday. A _ great 
many bridges in the city and coun- 
ty were washed out, many of them 
on minor roads but some of them 
on main arteries of travel such as 
the Valley and Foothill Boulevards, 
in addition to the washouts on 
main highways in the San Fefnan- 
do Valley.

FLOOD CONTROL SUCCEEDS 


Reagan Gives Resume of Successful Working of 
Channels Calculated to Divert Torrents 5

The heavy peak flood of 15,900 
to 20,000 second feet, practically 
all of which, except about 1000 
second feet, came out of the East 
San Gabriel Fork, indicating that 
the rainfall was the heaviest in 


that section of San Gabriel drain- 
age in the direction of Big Pine 
Recreation Park, and which 
passed out of San Gabriel Canyon 
last 
5 o'clock, when it reached the 
cone, about a mile below the San- 
ta Fe bridge, divided and 60 or 
70 per cent of t took the westerly 
course toward Long Beach, where 
at Workman it was joined with 
the flood waters of the Los An- 
geles River, amounting to 5000 or 
6000 second feet more. 

The joint flood then reached to 
the Long Beach Boulevard bridge 
adjacent to Virginia City about 
12 o'clock, producing a major 
peak flood which continued at 
peak until 8 o'clock this morning 
without any falling. 

An examination of the flood 
channels by the chief engineer 
began this morning (Thursday) at 
7:30 o'clock at the mouth of the 
flood control channel in Long 
Beach, which was continuously 
photographed each mile to a point 
about two miles above El Monte.

The 
combined volume of water di- 
charged by the three channels in- 
to the ocean between midnight and 
8 o'clock Thursday morning, was 
about 30.000 second feet, and no- 
was the capacity of the 
channels or levees taxed. Pivery- 
witere the levees had an addition- 
al free-board of about six feet, in- 
dicating that they could probably 
have carried about 200 per cent 
more water, for the reason that 
all of the channels for the past 
three years each fall have been 
thoroughly grubbed and then 
plowed, and there was nothing to 
obstruct or even deflect these great 
torrents out of their track to the 
ocean. 

The unfortunate fact in the case 
is that this water was permitted 
at all to reach the ocean, and will 
never reach the ocean again when 
all the dames are constructed that 
are in various stages of conetruc- 
tion. All the flood waters arising 
in the Arroyo Seco drainage tonight 
are confined in the Devil's Gate 
Reservoir, which has yet five or 
six feet to fill before the Spin- 
way is reached. All the flood wa- 
ters arising in the San Dimas 
drainage also are caught in the 
San Dimas Reservoir, which has 
yet several feet to rise before the 
spill-way is reached. 

Live Oak Reservoir has been 
functioning successfully and when 
the Pacoima, Santa Anita, Big 
Dalton, Thompson Creek and Pud- 
dingstone dams are complete these 
floods will be further reduced. Had 
these been bullt now along with 
the great San Gabriel Dam, all of

A second change in the present pension 
law advocated by economists as a condi- 


creage has to do with the term of service 
required before a policeman or fireman be- 
comes eligible to retire on half pay. The 
universal objection has been that this pe- 
riod is too short, being but twenty years. 
This makes it possible for a policeman to 
retire at 41 and a fireman at 43 and to re- 
ceive half-pay for the rest of their lives, 
notwithstanding that they are in the prime 
of life at the time of retirement. Chief of 
Police Heath, for example, retired at 45 
and will receive $3100 a year for the re- 
mainder of his days, his normal expectancy 
being twenty-five years, for no services 
whatever. 

Acknowledging the inequities of these 
provisions the policemen and firemen have 
agreed to the formulation of a new pen- 
sion law whereby they will contribute a 
fixed percentage of their salaries to the 
pension fund, relieving the city of the con- 
siderable share of this burden and increas 
ing the term of service for pension eligi- 
bility to twenty-five years. These changes 
will put the Los Angeles law on a substan- 
tial parity with those of other large cities 
and will consequently entitle our crime and 
fire fighters to at least as good pay as 
these other municipalities provide. 

Another objection which has been ad- 
vanced to the pay increase is the proba- 
bility that the money for it will have to 
be raised by some form of the occupation-

Increased et- 
ficiency in our police and fire departments, 
which can only be had by getting good 
men and paying them what they are worth, 
means the saving of a much greater sum 
yearly in crime and fire losses to property 
and in premiums paid to burglary and fire- 
insurance companies. Cheap weapons of 
defense are apt to prove the most extrava- 
gant in the long run and, similarly, the 
best we can get in the way of policemen 
and firemen is an actual measure of econ- 
omy. 
The amount ot actual new money to be 
raised for the purpose will not be as great 
as was at first anticipated by reason of 
the pension saving before mentioned and 
for the further reason that approximately 
$700,000 is already available, as shown by 
the Council's voluntary offer to expend that 


men. Some help, though not as much as 
the optimists expect, will be had from the 
increase in assessed valuations due to the 
city’s normal growth.

Another and even more fundamental 
change in the existing order which The 
Times hopes to see made effective in this 
and other wage scales of public servants 
is one which will put premiums on effi- 
ciency and service.

There 
is no incentive for any employee to do 
more than the minimum necessary to hold 
his job and very slight prospect of his 
forcing advancement through exceptional 
ability or by any other means: than the 
slow in the order of seniority. 
Private corporations are efficiently and eco- 
nomically run because they can pay good 
salaries to good executives regardless of 
age, seniority or what some other employee 
is paid. oo 
Apart from theoretical considerations, 
our policemen and firemen are worthy of 
better pay and The Times will do what it 
can to,see that they get it. For many 
reasons the protection of Los Angeles from 
fire and crime presents more difficult prob 
lems than to other cities of smaller areas 
and fewer attractions. These conditions 
have automatically bred a higher efficiency 
in both branches of the service, while the 
average pay has remained less than in 
most other cities of the same class. The 
first-year man on thé Los Angeles police 
force, for example, gets $140 a month, out 
of which he has to buy his uniform and 
all equipment, even to the cartridges for 
his gun. From the wage, less than most 
workers in other lines receive for shorter 
hours, he advances at the rate of $10 a 
month each year for three successive years, 
the fourth-year patrolman receiving $170 a 
month. Other ranks are in proportion. 
The new scale provides a horizontal in- 
crease through all ranks in both depart- 
ments, excepting the chiefs, of roughly $30 
a month—Iittle enough in consideration of 
the demands made upon thése protectors 
of life and property.
